cago at 30, asserts luck has been the 
chief factor in his unprecedented ed u ­ 
cational career. 
He modestly claim s the decoration 
the Italian governm ent gave him for 
bravery as an am bulance driver d u r­ 
ing the world w ar was because he 
wm» an A m erican—“and most of us got 
some sort of a cross.” 
He professes not to know why the 
Yale corporation chose him as secre­ 
tary before he was graduated from 
college. 
He says he can t account for 
his appointm ent as dean of Yale law 
school soon after his graduation from 
the school. 
His appointm ent as president of tho 
U niversity of Chicago "shinned” him, 
he says. 
"I can ’t explain it unless it’s simply 
th a t the ’break s’ have all been in my 
favor." he explained modestly in an 
Interview with the United Press to­ 
day. 
Dean H utchins has no hobbles, his 
only love is his fam ily—he has a wife 
and baby daughter. 
His work is "just 
a habit," H utchins says. 
He has no outstanding enthusiasm s. 
He doesn’t care for athletics, fiction 
or the theater. 
He is "interested in 
the task which he will undertake July 
I, but he won’t adm it that it "thrills" 
him. 
H utchins is irked by em phasis of 
his youth. 
“My youth, of course, will be a h a n ­ 
dicap, I expect, but th e re’s nothing I 
can do about it,” he rem arked. 
T he long-legged young m an leaned 
his chair against a window sill and re­ 
called other “jobs” h e‘d undertaken. 
“ I waited on table, washed dishes, 
worked in a factory and organized a 
cooperative tutoring school,” he said. 
"But I wouldn’t advise a student to 
work as hard as I did. 
It burns up 
his energy.”

Dean H utchins has no hobbies, his 
only love is his family—he has a wife 
and baby daughter. 
His work is “just

I, but he won’t adm it that it “ th rills” 
him. 
H utchins is irked by em phasis of 
his youth.
